PRACTICAL DIRECTIONS 


FOR SPECIFYING AND USING THE shale 
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INTERIOR WORK. 

All work to be finished properly should be smoothly and evenly 
sandpapered with the grain of the wood, otherwise it will show 
sandpaper marks after finishing. 

Open-pored Woods, like Mahogany, Black Walnut, Ash, 
Oak, Hickory, etc., require a good wood-filler, thoroughly 
applied, then rubbed off, leaving only that which the grain of the 
wood retains, and when perfectly dry, sandpaper smoothly with 
the grain, dust off with a painter’s duster before applying any 
other coating, give the work one good coat of Croeckett’s 
‘“°No. 1 Preservative? well brushed on. The following day 
(say in twenty-four hours) rub down with curled hair, excelsior, 
or like substances, then apply one or more coatings of ** No, 1 
Preservative,*? as the nature of wood requires, care being 
taken to rub down and dust off between each coat before apply- 
ing another. 
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All Close-grained or Soft Woods, like Pine (white or 
yellow), Maple, Cherry, Holly, Satin c. French Walnut, require no 
filler, but use one coat of ** No. 1 Preservative reduced with 
turpentine, in place of liquid filler or shellac, and finish the same as 
open-pored woods. ‘This method is cheaper and better than using 
shellac or liquid filler. 


For High Gloss Finish use one coat of **No. 2 Pre=- 
servative °° in place of the last coat of ‘* No. 1 Preservative.” 


Stained or Artificial Woods. After properly staining 
the wood work with some good stain, be sure to rub down the grain 
raised thereby with very fine sandpaper, and finish with ** No. 1 
Preservative,° the same as porous or close-grained woods. One 
coat will be sufficient for ordinary and two or more coatings,(used 
as on other work) for superior finishing. 


New Grained Work requires one or two coats of **No. 1 
Preservative,’ applied as before stated, care being taken to rub 
between coats with curled hair, excelsior, or like substance. 


Old Work, either Grained or Natural Woods, Clean 
off all grease and dirt from surface to be refinished, then give one 
coat of ** No. 1 Preservative.®? It will dry hard in one day. 


For Flat or no Gloss Finish. After proceeding as before 
stated on all work, let it stand three or four days and rub down 
last coat with a fine powdered pumice stone and water, used on a 
sponge or piece of thick felt (Git will-be sufficient to deface the gloss 
surface), wash off with a clean sponge and water, wipe dry with 
a clean chamois skin, used very lightly. 


Wo Polish either ** Nos. 1 or 2 Preservatives.°? After 
rubbing down with pumice stone. as above directed, polish with 
powdered rotten stone and water on a sponge or piece of thick felt, 
clean off with a sponge or damp chamois skin, then rub with dry 
chamois skin until polished. 
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(SUCH AS OUTSIDE DOORS, WINDOW CASINGS, 
MARINE WORK, ETC.) 


Porous or Close-Grained Woods, Stained or Grained 
Surfaces. Proceed just the same as for interior work, and sub- 
stitute ‘‘ Crockett’s Spar Composition” for ‘*No, 1 Preservative”’ 
for last or finishing coat. 


Old Exterior Work in Good Condition. Clean all dirt or 
grease off thoroughly and apply one coat of ** Spar Composition”’ 
well brushed on.

Tests Made. 


1. Outside exposure on roof of building, 

2. Immersion in strong solution of salt water. 
3. Repeated washing with hot water and soap. 
4, Exposure to fumes and gases. 


Woods Employed and Method of Varnishing. 
Sand-papered strips of oak, pine, spruce, maple, ash, cherry, and 
walnut, seven by two by one-eighth inches, treated with No.1 Pre- 
Servative as a filler, allowed to dry one week, then rubbed down 
with pumice and water, and a second coat applied and allowed to 
dry one month; again rubbed down with pumice and water, third 
coat applied, and allowed to dry five months. 


Result of Tests. 
1. Outside exposure. ‘‘Spar Composition” durable and superior 


in every respect. 
2. Salt Water. ‘‘Spar Composition” far superior to other var- 


nishes employed.
